A WAR BOOK. 


BULLET AND SHELL: War as the Sol- 
dier Saw it. By George F. Wil- 
liams. Illustrated, with Engrav- 
ings and Sketches from the: Actual 
Scenes, by Edwin Forbes. New 
York : Fords, Howard & Hurl- 
burt, publishers. | 


The story ot thé war, with, all its 
sad tragedies, its her>ism, its patriot- 
ism and its pathos, can never be told. 
- There are chapters in which the worst 

passions of human nature are written, 
and there are others in which human- 
ity shines resplendent in its spirit of 
loyalty and self-sacrifice, and in its 
strong endurance of suffering. History 
furnishes no grander heroes than thous- 
ands who did battle in the War of the 
Rebellion, and he who brings out the 
' private soldier from the mass of a vast 


army, so that he stands out distinctly 


before us in his individual capacity— 
aman among men—enlists our sym- 
pathies and our interest above the 
‘ power of the mere historian who deals 
- with menin the aggregate, rarely de- 
scending to personalities. 
“Bullet and Shell’’ is astory of the 
ecivil war, told by “Mr. Geo. F. Wil- 
liams, a conspicuous figure in journal- 
ism to- -day, and a graphic war corres- 
pondent of the New York Times dur- 
ing the dark days of the rebellion. He 
was an eye-witness of many of the 
most hardly-contested battles, in some 
of which he himself participated, and 
‘as a correspondent, was attached at 
diferent periods to the Army of the 
‘Potomac and the Army of the Shenan- 
doah, and his book is a vivid portray- 
al, sketched with the pen of. an artist, 
of scenes and 
tothe war, Through these pages we 
look back upon and: into the camps, 
‘and upon the bloody battlefields 
‘of twenty years ago. We see 
the private soldier benumbed by cold, 
unnerved by pain, glorying in victory, 
plucky in defeat, famishing, foraging, 
feeding and fighting. We follow him 
day and night by a tortuoys path, 
through his eventful, variable and re- 
markable career. The author has lifted 
the curtain which hangs over that dead 
past, so that a new generation can 
look upon the conflict. The volume is 
full.of personal adventure, and the 
records of march and battle, inter- 
spersed with pathetic and humorous 
anecdotes. There has been no 
book written upon the late . war 
more popular, or more generally 
read than ‘Bullet and Shell” is 
_ destined to be. It gives the reader 
“ as vivid an idea of the scenes of strife 


and conflict, and the “pomp and cir- | 


--cumstance of war,” as it is possible 
to obtain without being a personal 
_ eye-witness to.the same. The work is 
sold by A. Roman, general agent for 
the Pacific coast, San Francisco, and 
there is a local agent now,canvassing 
Los Angeles for it.

As in an oven, the 
whole body of the air is charged with 
heat. Inthe furthest corner of the 
coolest roonis the books on the tables 


floor are hot; and even the clothing 
hanging 1n the closet is hot. per- 
son is in a constant state of perspira- 
tion from morning until morning 
again, and this it 1s that relieves the 
suffering that the heat would other- 
wise produce. It is said that a man 
can enter an oven and, allowing it to 
be heated gradually, undergo a very 
high degree of heat without great qul- 


fering. 

The body’s temperature rising with 
that of the surrounding air leaves no 
contrast, and so a person is deceived 
as to the actual degree of heat. 80 it 

is in Sonora. - 

But the fact that it is very hot still 
makes itself unpleasantly felt. 

The constant sweating. necessitates 
bathing two or three times a day, if 
one would be comfortable, and results 
in thinness and lassitude to one who 
has been used to cooler climates. ‘The 
natives appear to stand it without visi- 
ble effect. In fact their manner of 
standing it is a sort of compromise, as 
they lie down to 1t during the hottest 
hours. From 12 to 3 o’clock is the 
time of siesta, no work is done ss no 
business transacted.

o’clock, but they make up for that by 
entering school at six in the morning 
and leaving at six at night. : 

In bed-room furniture the .canyass 
cot is in the place of the bedstead. 

Nothing warmer could be used, and 
a single sheet is ample covering. 

By rising in the early morning and 
taking a ‘‘paseo” through the streets 
one may see the cot at the windows in 
the doors, and outside upon the side- 
walks, each occupant wrapped Uin his 
or her white sheet, and looking like 
corpses ready for the coffin. | 

My ideal of bed furniture is a net- 
work hammock, with the atmosphere 
as my only covering, and I’ll prob- 
ably be driven to that before long. 

As the summer grows warmer the 
yards and pavements will be more and 
more used as sleeping places, until, at 
last, the housetops will be covered 
nightly with cots and hammocks and 
white-robed figures. 

The rainy season is ow weenie: 
ing. We have had several threaten- 
ing nights ‘with much bluster of 
thunder and lightning, and some light 
showers have fallen, but nothing;has 
come of it all, though up and down 
the railroad line there have been al- 
most daily storms, sufficient to wash 
out the track, and it is quite custom- 
ary now to wait daily from three to 
six hours for the arrival of the north- 
ern muil, on account of the destruc- 
tion of some bridge, or perhaps the 
untracking of the train. 

Wher the rain does come it means 
business, and the atmosphere is con- 
siderably cooler for some days after, 
but soon the sun regains all his power 
and makes up for lost, time.
